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The year 1977 marks the end of Miss Kay McCrimmon’s twenty-eighth year of teaching at K.L.C.V.I. On this retirement 
year, the Yearbook Committee would like to dedicate the 1977 Conglomerate to her. 

A graduate of Queen’s University, Miss McCrimmon has spent many summers studying in various institutes, notably the 
Interamerican University of Saltillo, Mexico, the Language Institute of Barcelona, Spain, at the University of Aix-Marseille, 
France, and Laval University, Quebec City. She was the first to receive a scholarship presented by the International Federa¬ 
tion of University Women (London, England) to study in Buenos Aires, Argentina in 1948. 

She has taught in various secondary schools throughout Ontario, including Lisgar Collegiate, Ottawa and Sudbury High 
School. Though she originally taught almost any subject on the curriculum, she later specialized in the language field, teach¬ 
ing French and Spanish and serving as Head of the Moderns Department of K.L.C.V.I. 

During the time she spent teaching in our Institute, Miss McCrimmon originated several student activities. In 1947 she 
founded the first High School Girls’ Curling Club in Ontario and coached it for many years. Later, in 1972, she founded the 
First Spanish Honour Society in Canada, an organization in which students must have maintained an average of eighty per¬ 
cent in Spanish for three consecutive years. She also started a Spanish Club and organized four student trips to Mexico City 
and to Acapulco. 

After she leaves the teaching profession, Miss McCrimmon plans to retire to her native community of McCrimmon, in 
south-eastern Ontario, to devote some time to her favourite sports - skiing and curling - and to travel a lot. 

It is with regret that we say “au revoir” to this dynamic and devoted faculty member.

With the overwhelming joy of the 
future before us and the deep sadness of leaving this in¬ 
stitute and good friends behind, a definite conflict exists in 
each and everyone. We seldom acknowledge these great 
possessions until they’ve passed us by. This is one reason 
why K.L.C.V.I. will remain within our minds forever. 

By the completion of this phase in our education, a 
change from little boys and girls to young men and women 
began to take place. From here on, things got harder, but 
they also got better till now when we have at last reached 
our final phase, and regret seeing these fine moments gone 

b y . 

We, the graduates, have benefited greatly from a fine ed¬ 
ucational system. Our faculty has not only pounded us 
with the 3R’s, but has left us with an excellent set of values 
which will determine our future in many ways. We have 
grasped the meaning of love and learned not to judge just 
by looks. In the parents’ eyes, discipline may seem to have 
lost its lustre. Actually, the order still exists, but it is left up 
to the student to cope with more personal responsibilities, 
leaving them with a stronger independence and more self- 
control.

The Singing Marionettes. 
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There is a deadly disease brewing in the realms of our society these days. This disease is highly contagious and few recog¬ 
nize the symptoms, and thus, the cure is distant.
